Mr. Kafka of Stoughton, for said committee, then reported, that the
matter be scheduled for consideration by the House; and, under said
rule, it was placed in the Orders of the Day for the next sitting, the
question, being on acceptance.

The House Bill relative to the substitution of interchangeable biosimi-
lars (House, No. 3734), came from the Senate passed to be engrossed, in
concurrence, with an amendments striking out all after the enacting
clause and inserting in place thereof the text contained in Senate docu-
ment numbered 2176, amended in section 4, in lines 45 to 48, inclusive,
by striking out the paragraph contained in those lines and inserting in
place thereof the following three paragraphs:

“(d) Within a reasonable time following any such substitution, the
dispensing pharmacist or the pharmacist’s designee shall notify the pre-
scribing practitioner of the substitution. The notification shall be con-
veyed by a notation in the interoperable electronic health record of the
patient, as defined by section 1 of chapter 118I.

If the pharmacist does not have the ability to make a notation in the
patient’s interoperable health record, then the notification shall be con-
veyed by facsimile, electronic transmission or by making a notation in
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the patient’s record maintained by the pharmacy, which is accessible
to the practitioner by request.

A pharmacist who utilizes an interoperable electronic prescribing
technology shall enter the substitution into the patient’s electronic
health record.”; and striking out the title and inserting in place thereof
the following title: “An Act relative to the substitution of biosimilars.”).
